Understanding of Todays 
Children Stressed at Meeting

Declaring that children of 
today are children longer than 
those of a generation ago be­ 
cause of ever increasing de­ 
mands of this modern "age of 
specialization," Dr. Maude 
Wilde, founder of the Mothers' 
Educational Center, spoke 
to an enthusiastic audience at 
the association's annual lunch- 
con meeting held recently at 
the Cabrillo Hotel In Los An­ 
geles.

Using as her subject, "Mo­ 
thers of Today and Mothers 
of Tomorrow," Dr. Wilde em­ 
phasized the necessity of mo­ 
dern children having parental 
care and guidance longer than 
children have ever had before.

"Only a short time ago," 
she declared, "children were 
adults at the age of 14, and 
were expected to go out on 
their own and maKe their' way 
in the world. And they were 
able to do just that. But today 
times have changed and young 
people are no longer able to 
do that. Nor is it fair to ex­ 
pect them to T>e able to do so. 
"Children of a generation ago 

i didn't have the unemployment 
j problem to face, nor were they 
! compelled to show a college 

diploma at every turn of the 
; road when they sought to put 
j their knowledge to some use- 
| fill endeavor.
; "It is therefore compulsory." 
I >he concluded "that !»:'.» pai- 
i ents understand their child­ 

ren and the many problems 
that they are confronted with 

| daily and treat them accord­

ingly with the understanding, 
yes, and even the admiration 
that they so truly deserve."
